SOLDIERS' PENSIONS. 

THE question of increasing- the 
pensions granted to soldiers and 
their widows has been under eon- 
sidcraiion by \\w Britigh Parliament, 
and it is recommended ihac a hun- 
dred per cent, increase should be 
adopted.
